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DETAILED ACTION 


Allowable Subject Matter 


1 . Claims 2-1 1 , 30-32 and 42-47 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Independent claims 5 and 6 recite a device with the following combination of 

features: a package comprised of a housing which receives a substrate such that the 
housing and substrate define a chamber into which multiple features face; a first port for 
accessing the chamber; and a first set of multiple fluid distribution channels disposed 
between the first port and the chamber directing fluid flow between multiple different 
regions across the first side of the substrate. Claim 5 adds the limitation of some of the 
fluid distribution channels being valved so as to selectively close or open or permit fluid 
flow out of the chamber to the first port. Claims 6 adds the limitation of the fluid 
distribution channels being capillary sized so that capillary action retains the fluid in the 
chamber in the absence of a pressure differential across the channels. Claim 31 recites 
a method of using the device which includes the steps of: either adding or removing 
fluid through the first port such that fluid is directed by the distribution channels across 
the first side of the substrate and the distribution channels being capillary sized so that 
capillary action retains the fluid in the chamber in the absence of a pressure differential 
across the channels. Claim 32 recites a method of using the device which includes the 
steps of either adding or removing fluid through the first port such that fluid is directed 
by the distribution channels across the first side of the substrate and the method 
additionally comprises the formation of bubbles in at least one of the fluid distribution

channels to form a bubble in the corresponding channel to retain fluid in the chamber. 
The Examiner did not find prior art that taught or suggested these combinations of 
features. 

The Examiner considers the references "Freeman" (WO 96/30124) and "Austin" 
(5,427,663) to be the closest prior art. Freeman teaches a device comprised of a 
housing with a substrate with fluid distribution channels and an input port, but does not 
teach valved fluid distribution channels. Austin teaches a device comprised of a similar 
housing with distribution channels, but does not teach an input port or valved 
distribution channels.
